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PROGRESS  REPORT 
1969-70 


OVERVIEW  -  Ten  faculty  members  were  released  part-time  from  their 
teaching  duties  to  restructure  one  course  each,  in  an  experimental 
program.  This  was  made  possible  through  a  grant  from  the  Office 
of  Education,  under  Title  III  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965. 
Five  additional  faculty  members,  known  as  instructional  assistants 
were  paid  through  this  grant  to  release  the  ten  faculty  members. 

A  media  specialist  was  added  to  the  staff,  and  was  also  paid  through 
this  grant.  All  faculty  members  received  much  needed  assistance 
from  the  media  specialist,  who  has  established  an  audio-visual 
learning  resources  center  in  room  L-l  in  the  college  library.  He 
has  amassed  a  great  deal  of  equipment  and  materials  and  has  in¬ 
structed  teachers  and  students  in  the  use  of  the  equipment.  All 
feed-back  from  students,  faculty,  and  other  staff  members  concern¬ 
ing  the  specialist  and  the  center  has  been  very  positive.  The 
center  and  the  media  specialist  are  perceived  as  a  necessity  in 
order  for  instruction  to  be  the  quality  we  want  for  our  students. 
This  program  has  been  conceptualized  as  a  three-year  project,  at  the 
end  of  which  it  is  hoped  all  full-time  faculty  will  be  involved. 

The  Systems  Approach  to  Learning  for  Mastery  is  the  model  followed 
in  the  experiment. 

Although  the  program  has  been  in  effect  only  two  semesters, 
available  evidence  indicates  more  learning  has  taken  place  by  more 
students.  Through  a  survey  of  the  faculty  involved,  all  ten  have 
stated  the  program  was  most  beneficial,  and  that  it  should  be  con¬ 
tinued,  with  or  without  federal  assistance. 


DIVISION  I:  BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

Through  a  matching  federal  grant  under  Title  VI,  P.  L.  89-329 

for  equipment  and  materials  to  improve  instruction,  the  following 

was  made  possible: 

1.  All  new  student  desks  for  the  B.E.  Building. 

2.  New  electric  typewriters  now  available  to  all  type¬ 
writing  and  shorthand  students. 

3.  New  equipment  for  the  machines  classes. 

4.  New  shorthand  listening  center  and  tapes. 

5.  Data  processing  equipment,  making  it  possible  to  offer 
two  years  of  instruction  in  this  field  (a  total  of  four 
new  courses). 
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DIVISION  I:  BUSINESS  EDUCATION  (cont) 


Equipment  added  through  sources  other  than  the  Title  VI  grant 
included : 

1.  Mimeographing  and  duplicating  machines. 

2.  New  air  conditioners  for  the  Business  Education  Building. 

3.  New  blinds  installed  in  the  Accounting  and  Business  Edu¬ 
cation  buildings. 

4.  Renovation  of  the  Accounting  Building. 

5.  Swivel  chairs  for  the  B.  E.  Building  were  purchased  by 
the  Statesville  Kiwanis  Club. 

Two  faculty  members  from  this  division  were  in  the  experimental 
program.  One  instructor  assistant  released  them  part-time.  All 
four  faculty  members  of  the  division  have  been  involved  in  workshops, 
an  extension  course,  and  visitations  to  other  schools  and  agencies, 
being  especially  concerned  with  innovation  in  instruction.  Greater 
use  of  audio-visual  equipment  has  been  made. 

The  old  typewriters  that  were  replaced  were  either  sold,  or 
checked  out  to  members  of  the  college  faculty. 


DIVISION  II:  HUMANITIES 

A .  Art 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  art  were  made  available  during 
the  school  year,  except  for  Art  Appreciation.  This  course  is  being 
deleted  from  the  college  catalog. 

All  art  courses  were  taught  in  a  classroom  on  the  campus  for 
the  first  time.  As  a  result,  enrollment  increased  in  ail  art  sec¬ 
tions,  as  the  room  is  equipped  to  handle  at  least  twenty  students 
comfortably.  The  instructors  were  well-pleased  with  the  facilities 
and  generally  well-pleased  with  the  progress  of  their  students. 

B .  Mus ic 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  music  were  made  available. 

In  addition  to  normal  instruction  duties,  the  faculty  sponsored 
and  directed  varied  programs  in  music  and  drama. 

A  choir  tour  was  made,  and  the  performing  groups  presented 
programs  on  campus,  open  to  Mitchell  students  and  faculty,  and  to 
the  general  public.  The  cultural  and  public  relations  values  of 
this  department  remain  high. 
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DIVISION  II:  HUMANITIES  (cont) 

C.  Religion  and  Psychology 

Religion  courses  in  Old  and  New  Testament  were  offered.  The 
advanced  courses  are  being  deleted  from  the  catalog.  In  addition 
to  teaching  the  religion  courses,  the  Chaplain  has  spent  much  time 
in  counseling  students,  and  in  all  religious  programs  carried  on 
by  the  school.  He  sponsored  the  Student  Christian  Association,  and 
was  chairman  of  the  Chapel  Committee.  He  has  been  active  in  com¬ 
munity  affairs,  and  has  been  a  popular  speaker  in  the  community. 

One  of  the  most  significant  innovations  in  instruction  was 
conducted  by  the  Chaplain  in  teaching  psychology.  He  applied  the 
Systems  Approach,  and  has  gained  national  recognition  for  this  work. 
The  Westinghouse  Learning  Corporation  is  now  publishing  his  work 
in  this  field.  His  course  is  being  used  as  a  model  by  many  innova¬ 
tive  teachers  in  other  schools. 


DIVISION  III:  LANGUAGES 

A.  English 

There  were  five  full-time  and  two  part-time  instructors  in  the 
English  Department.  Two  of  the  full-time  instructors  were  instruc¬ 
tor  assistants  who  released  three  of  the  full-time  faculty  part-time 
so  that  they  could  restructure  courses,  using  the  Systems  Approach. 

The  English  faculty  has  visited  many  colleges  and  agencies,  and 
have  been  involved  in  several  workshops.  The  general  response  of 
the  faculty  to  the  work  this  year  has  been  that  it  has  been  very 
exciting  and  rewarding.  It  feels  it  is  too  early  yet  to  get  a 
real  evaluation  on  the  experiment  in  Systems  Approach ,  but  that 
it  has  been  very  worthwhile. 

B.  Drama 

Drama  was  not  taught  this  year,  since  a  qualified  instructor 
was  not  available. 

C.  Modern  Foreign  Languages 

Two  full-time  instructors  taught  in  this  department  this  year. 

All  offerings  in  French  and  Spanish  were  made  available  during 
the  school  year.  The  Spanish  instructor  was  released  part-time  to 
restructure  one  beginning  course  in  Spanish.  His  response  is  that 
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DIVISION  III:  LANGUAGES  (cont) 


the  experiment  was  one  of  the  greatest  things  that  has  ever  hap¬ 
pened  personally  and  professionally  to  him,  and  particularly  in 
terms  of  student  learning. 

Both  instructors  have  participated  in  many  professional 
meetings,  workshops,  institutes,  and  an  extension  course,  and 
have  made  visits  to  other  institutions  and  agencies. 


DIVISION  IV:  SCIENCES,  MATHEMATICS,  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

A.  Biology 

The  Acting  Head  of  this  division,  Charles  Kelly,  has  been  on  a 
one-year  leave  of  absence  to  do  post-graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  South  Carolina.  Miss  Sarah  Nooe  taught  his  biology  classes  and 
the  Dean  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Division  Head.  All  offerings  in 
the  field  of  biology  were  made  available.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
set  up  the  audio- tutorial  system  in  biology  for  next  year,  based 
on  the  system  begun  by  Dr.  Sam  Postlethwait . 

B.  Chemistry 

All  offerings  were  made  available  in  the  field  of  chemistry. 

C.  Mathematics 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  mathematics  were  made  available. 
First  semester  there  was  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  instructor. 
Second  semester  there  was  one  full-time  instructor. 

D.  Physical  Education 

All  offerings  in  the  physical  education  department  were  made 
available  for  this  school  year.  It  is  felt  the  quality  of  instruc¬ 
tion  and  the  response  by  the  students  have  improved.  The  intramural 
program  was  better  organized  and  directed  than  it  was  for  the 
1963-69  school  year.  There  were  two  full-time  and  one  part-time 
instructors  in  P.E.  this  year. 

DIVISION  V:  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

Seven  full-time  instructors  taught  in  this  division  this  year. 
Two  of  these  were  instructor  assistants,  who  released  three  of  the 
full-time  social  science  instructors  and  the  psychology  teacher 
part-time  to  restructure  courses,  using  the  Systems  Approach. 
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DIVISION  V:  SOCIAL  SCIENCES  (cont) 


All  offerings  in  this  division  were  made  available.  All 
activities  in  the  Social  Science  Division,  including  the  organ¬ 
izations  the  faculty  sponsored,  reflect  the  objectives  of  the 
division,  which  include  the  preparation  of  the  student  to  take 
his  place  as  a  cultured  and  well-informed  member  of  contemporary 
society,  and  to  provide  him  with  a  foundation  for  more  advanced 
education  by  giving  him  a  comprehensive  introduction  to  the 
disciplines  of  history,  economics,  sociology,  geography,  government 
and  psychology. 

All  instructors  in  the  division  have  been  active  in  church, 
community,  and  professional  programs.  They  have  visited  other 
schools  and  agencies  to  learn  more  of  what  is  happening  in  the 
social  science  field,  and  to  gain  greater  expertise  in  implement¬ 
ing  the  Systems  Approach  to  instruction. 
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LIBRARY  REPORT 


1.  943  books  have  been  processed  and  catalogued  this  year. 

2.  76  volumes  of  periodicals  have  been  bound  this  year,  making  a 
total  of  1,272  bound  volumes. 

3.  We  now  have  16,665  books  and  bound  periodical  volumes. 

4.  18  reels  of  microfilm  have  been  added,  making  a  total  of 
119  reels. 

5.  The  library  receives  120  magazines  and  6  newspaoers  on 
subscription. 

6.  Cutter  (author)  numbers  have  been  added  to  the  900  (history) 
section.  Catalog  cards  have  been  corrected  for  these  and 
the  books  have  been  relabeled.  This  leaves  only  four  (4) 
more  sections  to  be  cuttered  and  corrected.
